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refuse to do and perform any act or acts required of him, it or
them to be done and performed by this act, such members of
the cowcil or department, and such officer or officers or per-
son or private corporation shall be deemed guilty of a mis-
demeanor, and vpon convietion thereof, shall be fined a sum
of not more than five hundred dollars nor less than one hun-
dred dollars for each offense.

Secrion 1. That portion of section 2424 of the statutes pre-
seribing terms of eourt in the fifteenth judieial cireuit is amend-
ed to read: (Scetion 2424.) Fifteenth cireuit. In the county of
Ashland, on the * * # second Monday in April, and on the
* *» * gecond Monday * * * in September; in the
county of Bayfield, on the * * * fourlth Monday in May,
and the * * * [lird Monday in Qctober; in the eounty of
Irop, on the * * # gccond Monday in * * * June and
the * * * first Monday in * * * December; in the
county of Price, on the * * * gecond Monday in May, and
the * # * gccond Monday in November; in the county of
Taylor, on the * * * third Monday in * * * Marck,
and the * * * fowrth Monday in * * *  Awugust.

Any general or extraordinary term of eourt in said judieial
circuit may be adjourned {o or over the next general term of
court in euch counly in suid circuit, and the jurors summoned

CHAPTER 414.

AN ACT to create seetion 839—35r of the statutes, to authorize
and validate the issuance and sale of bonds heretofore issued
or ordered issued by any city of the third eclass, for the pur-
pose of constructing any bridge or bridges therein.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, rcpresented in Benate and
Assembly, do (nact as follows:

SectioN 1. There is added to the statutes a new section to
read: Section 959—35r. When the common council of any
city of the third class, however incorporated, shall heretofore
have authorized the issuance and sile of the bonds of such city
for the purpose of constructing any hridee or hridees therein,
in a sum up to, including and in excess of the sum of twenty
thousand dollars in any one year, after the question ““Shall a
special tax be levied for such purpose’” has heen duly submitted
to the electors of such eity, and favorally voted upon hy a two-
thirds vote of the electors thercof, voting on sueh question at an
election ordered by resolution of the common council and held
for such purpose, the action of such eouneil is herchy authorized
and validated and any such bonds cxecuted in sueh form as has
been provided for hy ordinance of such city, shall be and they
are hereby deeclared to be authorized, legal and valid, the con-
struction of any such bridge or bridges authorized, and the sale
of such bonds is hereby authorized, and any and all such bonds
shall be of full force and effect as the legal and binding obliga-
tions of such city, negotiable according to the law merchant;
provided, that this act shall not apply to any honds issued in
any amount which, with all other indebtedness of such eity,
shall exceed any debt limit preseribed for cities by the consti-
tution of this state.
